AVE BUTLER’S first directorial 

effort for Fox, “The High 
School Hero,” has turned out to be 
a bully good picture. If Butler can 
continue at the stride he has set 
for himself in this rollicking, 
swiftly moving comedy of two light- 
hearted high school lads, he should 
achieve distinction as a maker of 
films, after gaining attention for 
some years as a player. 

There is capital humor in The 
High School Hero,” and yet there 
is an ample quantity of suspense. 
It is a film that has plenty of dra- 
matic and exciting moments, yet 
keeps one in a state of merriment. 

The story, written by Butler with 
William Conselman, departs some- 
what from the conventional tale of 
school day rivalry. In the first 
place there is no villain and there 
are two heroes —equally attractive, 
pleasant, merry lads, one with a 
rump'ed mop of curly black hair. 
the other a fair-haired, blue-eyed 
boy. There is a long standing en- 
mity between the two, dating from 
the day, when, still in long dresses, 
they socked each other in the eye 
in combat over a rattle. This 
enmity is climaxed by their falling 
in love with the same girl, and then 
the battle is on in earnest. 

The first contention is over the 
leading role in the Latin school 
play, the lucky youth gaining the 
opportunity to play opposite the 
girl in many amorous love scenes. 
And the basketball game when they 
battle for the local championship. 
Tragically, just before the whistle 
blows to start the game, they get 
into one of their usual tiffs, and the 
coach consigns them to the side- 
lines. Writhing in despair, they 
sit there through almost three quar- 
ters, until the coach relents. They 
go in and, wonder of wonders, work 
together in team play, barely win- 
ning the game. 


This basketball game, by the way, 
is one of the high spots of the pic- 
ture. It is no idle, romping affair. 
but a strenuous, fast-moving game 
of ball.

Sometimes t its necessary to explain 
graphically the effects of certain diseases. 

A health writer cannot use Illustrations 
the same as do members of our Chamber of 
Commerce who depict that such-and-such a 
product, when placed end to end, will circle 
eight times around the globe. However, 
other lessons will do quite as well to inform 
us of the terrible nature of many of our 
most popular diseases. 

In my early college days the term consti- 
pat meant very little to me. I understood 
it, as most people understand it now, to be 
merely the inability of the intestinal mus- 
cles to discharge the food wastes. : 

in school, a certain professor want- 
ed to fllustrate graphically the by-prod- 
ucts of constipation. Gaing to the dissection 
room, he removed, from a body being dis- 
sected, the entire intestinal tube. Then, 
from the laboratory, he stuffed it with shav- 
ings. Before he finished he had put in nine 
quarts of shavings. Then the intestine was 
filled. It was a graphic lesson, indeed. 

This, literally, is true during life. Those 
who have had experience in the conduct 
of a fast have noted the huge content of in- 
testinal debris in a chronically constipated 
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patient. 

I have seen patients yielding as much as 
twelve pounds of intestinal waste, much of 
it of a nature that has lain in the intestinal 
system sometimes for months. 

Imagine the poisonous sequences of such 


a state of affairs! How easily disease be- 
comes a by-product of such a condition! 

If you look at the problem of constipation 
from this light, you can then readily under- 
stand that the first problem in the solution 
of any disease of the body is internal, intes- 
tinal cleanliness. 


A Balanced Diet 


“American Medicine” often has some fun- 
teresting articles. The following clipping 
from it gives some important pointers on 
the symptoms of wrong diet: 

“A balanced diet is the proper amount of 
proteids, fats, carbohydrates and mineral 
salts to maintain the nourishment of all 
parts of the human body, so as to keep it 
in a state of health. As Cooper says in the 
Eclectic Medical Jour. (May, 1927,) a lack 
or a surplus of any one element of diet con- 
tinued for any length of time, will cause dis- 
ease. 

“Meat stimulates the secretion of hydro- 


eChioric acid, while fats decrease this secre- 


So we have auto-intoxication, or 
what is commonly called “biliousness.” 
This auto-intoxication, allowed to continue, 
may cause a slow fever, rheumatism, neur- 
kidney trouble and 
“An excess of 
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mentation in the stomach, causing the for- 
mation of an abundance of acid, which, un- 
less neutralized by the alkaline bile, not on- 
ly irritates the mucous lining of the bowel, 
but, by being absorbed into the blood and 
either retained or excreted by the skin and 
kidneys, causes numerous diseased condi- 
tions. 

“With regard to an excess or deficient sup- 
ply of mineral salts, we will say that our 
knowledge is very limited on this subject, 
though we do know that any deviation from 
the normal supply will cause disease. 


“A deficiency of either proteids, fats or 
carbohydrates is generally shown by an 
excess of one of the others, as in our day 
and time most people are getting plenty to 
eat, and if they don’t have what they need 
they fill up on something else! A normal 
appetite is the best indicator of what we 
need, but as our taste-bulbs, salivary glands 
and stomachs are so badly abused, we need 
other evidence in addition to the appetite.

“An excess of fats is shown by a yellow 
coated tongue, yellow eyes, yellow urine, 
and very often nettle rash.

Mammoth Grove Keeps 
Olive Plant Busy 


SAN FERNANDO.—Seasonal activities in 
preserving of various products have been 
started at the Sylmar Packing Corporation 
plant at Sylmar, west of this place. The 
first run will be figs. The manager of the 
plant, J. W. Muckley, makes several trips 
each year to the San Joaquin Valley, 
whence come the greater part of the figs 
used each seascn. Abowt 150 tons of figs 
and like amounts of pimientos and water- 
melon rind are used annuaily at the Sylmar 
plant before the real business of the con- 
corn, olive packing, begins. 


This packing house, built in 1910 to take 
care of the olives grown at the famous Syl- 
mar grove, has extended its activities since 
that time until now it is busy eight or nine 
months in the year. During its busiest sea- 
son, it employs some five hundred workers. 

W. G. Hyatt is superintendent of the pack- 
ing department and Henry Trautwein of the 
oil department of the plant. The olive 
grove owned by the company at Sylmar 
comprises 1200 acres of trees. In 1907, 
Paul Miltimore and F. D. Butterfield, realiz- 
ing the importance of the olive industry 
for Southern California, formed a company 
and purchased 2000 acres of rich land in 
the foothills of the San Fernando Valley. 
About 1200 acres were planted to olives, 
the Mission and the Manzanillo varieties 
predominating on account of their excel- 
lence for ripe processing. Up to this time 
but little attention had been given to the 
ripe olive. Some Sevillano and Ascolano 
varieties were also planted to supply the 
factory with extra large fruit. 

Extreme care has always been given this 
wonderful grove, which was named Syl- 
mar, meaning “Sea of trees.” Compara- 
tively few of the trees of the original plant- 
ing of 100,000 have died. Experts are em- 
ployed to care for the trees resulting in 
a maximum yield. 

The Sylmar grove is believed to be the 
largest olive grove in the world under one 
management In 1922, Charles C. Moore of 
San Francisco, purchased the majority 
stock in the enterprise from Miss Charlotte 
M. Butterfield, daughter of F. D. Butterfield, 
then deceased. Frank Simonds of Los An- 
geles, was made manager of the grove, 
which position he holds today, and the 


name of the concern was changed from the 


Los Angeles Olive Growers’ Association to 
the Sylmar Packing Corporation. 

At the plant from 1000 to 1200 tons of ol- 
ives are processed during a season, which 
begins about November 1 and lasts three 
months. The olives are allowed to ripen 
on the trees and are hand-picked, the ut- 
most care being exercised not to bruise 
the fruit. The ripe olive is easily bruised, 
and the pioneers in the Sylmar industry 
had this in mind when they erected the 
processing plant in their grove. 

Mr. Trautwein, who has been with the 
company for years, probably knows mere 
about the manufacture of olive oil than any 
other person in the: United States. The 
of] is pressed from the fruit, allowed to 
separate from the water content, then is 
drawn off into tanks, each one of which 
will hold 12,000 gallons. These tanks, which 
are built of cement and lined with glass, 
are set deep into the ground, in order to 
avold any change of temperature. 

The demand for ripe olives is increasing, 
the management reports, and a new interest 
in olive growing is being manifested in both 
California and Arizona, a state of affairs 
that is pleasing to olive men generally, as 
the industry had, taking the section over, 
been at a standstill for some years.

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OMONA.—Quality was the dominant 
factor tn the live-stock department of 
the recent Los Angeles County Fair, 
with dairy classes especially showing a 
marked improvement over previous exhibi- 
tions. Entries in Holstein classes were un- 
usually large, totaling more than 150 füdi- 
vidual animals, representing some of the 
finest herds in the Southland. All of the more 
prominent dairy breeds were represented, 
and it required two full days for the judges 
to place awards. 

One of the most noticeable facts this 
year, according to Lawrence Mills, super- 
intendent of the Hve-stock department, was 
that breeders are culling their herds “for 
their very best stock, and are placing their 
animals in prize-winning condition before 
allowing them to enter into show-ring com- 
petition. No livestock show in the country, 
it is pointed out, can boast of better quality 
entries than were entered at Pomona. 

Competition in Holstein cattle classes 
Was unusually keen, owing to the large en- 
try list and the excellence of individual ant- 
mals entered by a host of Black and White 
breeders. Senior and grand champion bull 
honors went to Sir Inka May Pietertje, a 
sleek animal of the true Holstein type en- 
tered by W. 8. Thompson of Burbank. This 
animal was purchased from the famous 
Block Holstein establishment of Hutchin- 
son, Minn., last June, and is making the 
Southern California fair circuit for the first 
time this season.

“Inside Stuff” About a 
Popular Fruit 


Stories of the ways in which varieties of fruite 
have originated are usually full ef interest, nor te it 
always easy or even possible to check up and estab- 
lish with unassallable accuracy who was the orig- 


inator. Certainly the man whe commercializes the 
discovery and brings it within reach of many is 
entitied to reward, and the man who works with 


plants, like the inventor, usually has not that type 


of mind that holds it of much importance that his 
name be stuck fast to his product. O. W. Holmes 
wisely settled the question of the statue to the dis- 
coverer of the anaesthetic (claimed by two) by 
suggesting that the statue be put up to “Ether.” 
Whether or net the seedless grapefruit should have 
had Uncle John” Hancock's name is one of those 
questions “difficult but not impossible to be solved.“ 
At all events, those interested in the citrus fruit 
will be interested in this story, which comes to 
Farm and Orchard from San Fernando.—Ed.)

sprouted (so the story goes) from a root 


broken in cultivation by a bull-tongued plow. 


The rancher was E. H. Tison, a pioneer 
in citrus culture in Florida, now a resident 
of Southern California. He is credited with 
being the “discoverer” of the Marsh seed- 
less. As a boy Mr. Tison roped and milked 
wild cattle in Florida and shot alligators; 
later he became interested in citriculture, 
originated the seedless grapefruit, sold his 
hursery and went to Canada, where he rode 
the range for five years. The last few 
years of his life have been lived in South- 
ern California, where he says he intends 
to remain. In summarized form, this is his 
own story of his life. 

Seedless grapefruit, he says, originated 
partly from accident and partly from close 
observation and proper selection. In speak- 
ing of it, Mr. Tison said: “The parent tree 
was of unusual size, attaining at an age of 
20 years a diameter of eighteen inches at 
the base. The branches and top were large 
and spreading. In every way it was a scion 
of great proportions, pleasing to the fas- 
tidious eye and a wonder of fair old Fior-

fruit of wonderful quantity — quality, 
quite full of seeds. From this tree a root 
was broken from the earth when the ground 
was torn up with a bull tongue plow. This 
root was about fifteen feet from the parent 
seedling and was left to grow at will. It 
soon started strong and healthy sprouts, 
which finally reached a height that attract- 
ed the attention of ‘Uncle John’ Hancock, 
an old pioneer of Polk county, Florida. The 
broken root soon grew firm to the earth 
and established a healthy condition. With 
the idea solely of keeping it out of the way 
of his primitive, single-foot, wooden beam 
plow, ‘Uncle John’ tied the sprouts to a 
strong pine stake. He was growing field 
crops of Black-Eyed Susans, peas, sweet 
potatoes and ribbon sugar cane. The brok- 


en root soon became a little tree with lat- 


eral branches. The prodigy of nature was 
left to grow for three years, at which time 
it produced a few mature fruit which con- 
tained practically no seeds. 


“Each season for three years thereafter 
it produced this surprise fruit, and while 
‘Uncle John’ could not understand it, he 
thought little of the freak of nature. 

“While driving through the western part 
of Polk county on my way to visit other 
nurseries I came to ‘Uncle John’s’ primitive 
home and to my delight I found a cane mill 
in operation, grinding ~ a juice of which 
I was extremely fond. I stopped and tied 
my nag to a pine sapling. To my surprise 
the horse took fright at the small pinto 
Cuban pony which was tpulling the heavy 
cane-mill sweep around. I had to unhitch 
the horse from the buggy. ‘Uncle John’ 
said to me: Take yore critter to yonder 
log stable and tie him in thar; likely he 
will git over his scar!’ 

“It was near dusk and as towns were 
far apart I asked if I might remain at the 
place during the night; he answered, ‘Waal, 
if you kin put up with sich as we ‘uns have 
got, good enough.’ I quickly accepted, for 
I had in mind the big barrels of foamy cane 
juice and the good old cane syrup boiled 
down almost to candy. 

“In the drift of our conversation that eve- 
ning I told him I was the owner of the 
Lakeland Nurseries, and he said: > Waal, 
mebbe as you er a fruit man, I is got some- 
thin’ which might come to yore likin’. Fol 
ler me.“ We walked to a spot about 200 
feet from the pine-log home and stick 
chimney. He stopped, pointed his finger, 
and said: ‘Thar she is.’ 

I told him it was a grapefruit or pomelo. 
The small tree was heavily laden with fruit 
of a golden amber color. ‘Uncle John’ bade 


me cut some of the fruit open and see what 


1 thought of them. I did so and at the 
same time sampled the ffuit and found it 
had excellent eating qualities. I also noted 
there were only two seeds out of three 
specimens. The rind was very thin, the 
segment parts compact and the vineous 
quality par excellence. I asked if I might 
have some bud wood and my host said, 
‘He’p yoreself.’ On my return to the Lake- 
land Nurseries | secured several hundred 
buds. These I inserted in orange seéd- 
lings and in the autumns of 1886-87-88 I 
catalogued the ‘specimen as “A rare variety 
of seedless grapefruit of wonderful habit 
and quality.’ 

“I intended to have this seedless pomelo 
exhibited at the Florida State Horticultural 
Society, of which I was a member, but, 
owing to a rather indifferent attitude to- 
ward this new discovery, I neglected doing 
so. A short time later I met C. M. Marsh 
and sold him my Lakeland Nurseries, which 
I had founded out of a pine forest very near 


the banks of Lake Mirror and or the rail- . 


road at that time known as the South Flor- 


ida line. The pomelo stock went with the 


rest and Mr. Marsh afterward named the 
seedless fruit after himself.” 


Airplane Used in War 
on Crop Pests 


CHINO.—Having tried practically every 


known method of attacking crop pests, Les- 


ter Clark recently called an airplane into 
action. Fred Secor, Ontario flyer, and Rich- 
ard Mogle, a World War ace of Chino, came 
to Mr. Clark’s assistance, and successfully 
sprayed a ten-acre field of squash in this 
district with clouds of sulphur. 

With Mr. Secor at the controls and Mr. 
Mogle manipulating the spray, the plane 
was flown at an altitude ranging from 50 


to 250 feet above the field. The blast of . 
wind from the propeller spread the sulphur 


evenly over the field, and it was but a few 
minutes work to spray the entire ten acres 
with 550 pounds of sulphur. 

So successful was the experiment that 
other growers in this district contemplate 
putting the airplane on their pay roll in pes: 
eradication campaigns. 


SANTA BARBARA.—Processing of the 
season's. walnut crop has been started in 
Santa Barbara county groves.

of Cull Oranges 


ONTARIO.—Through experiments con- 


‘ducted at the local plant of the Exchange 


Orange Products Company, a branch of the 
Califomia Fruit Growers’ exchange, a new 


citrus by-product has been developed. Un- 


der a formula discovered by C. P. Wilson, 
company chemist, and H. 8. Bailey, man 
ager of the Ontario plant, pectin can now be 
extracted from the pulp of cull oranges. 


Plans are now underway to build an addi- 
tion to the local plant and the manufacture 
of pectin on a large scale will soon be start- 
ed. 


Pectin is the fruit acid which causes jel- 
lies to “jell.” A small quantity added to 
jams and jellies causes 
more rapidly. After the pectin content has 
been extracted from cull oranges, the pulp 
is still available for cattle feed. Several 
dairy owners in this district have already 
placed orders for waste pulp. 

Under“ plans announced by Mr. Bailey, 
from ten to fifteen tons of pulp will be pro- 
cessed each day. Through the utilization 
of the pectin substance and the converting 
of pulp into cattle feed, there remains but 
ecant waste in the citrus industry.

around the Mediterranean, he felt sure it 
would thrive in Southern California. He 
bought out part of the Arlington district 
holdings of F. D. Cornell, a Los Angeles 
real estate man, and with him put out a 
‘large acreage to the trees. Later, he ‘ac- 
quired Mr. Cornell’s interest. 

Mr. Holmes has his own nursery. The 
seeds are planted in containers made of 
lath and tar paper and are sprouted by a 
special process involving the use of hot 
water. The container is partially filled 
with dirt and the seeds are placed carefully

in holes made for them with an instrument 
resembling an auger. Fine dirt is then 
sifted over them, and the container is put 
away in the nursery. 

The carob seedling has an extensive tap 
root and in the beginning of Mr. Holmes’s 
experimentation many of the seedlings were 
lost because the rodts became cramped. 
This led to the necessity for a special car- 
ton. | 


When the seedlings are two years old 
they are transplanted into the field. They 
are budded one and two years after setting 
out, and commence bearing about three 
years after budding. A budded tree .six 
years old, given good care, Mr. Holmes says, 
will yield about 100 pounds, while at full 
maturity a tree will produce several times 
that amount. 

The trees, he points out, can be grown 
without any irrigation, although the young 
trees do better if they have a little water 
the first few years. 

The carob is a beautiful tree and has been 
grown to some extent for ornamental per- 
poses in Southern California. Its fruit is a 
bean-shaped pod from five to ten inches 
long when matured. It has been used as 
a source of food for centuries by the people 
of the Levant, the Spanish, Italians and 
Greeks and has figured as a stock feed in 
these lands. 

The fruit grows steadily 
rainy season and by the first of July

and cures until September, when most of 
the pods, fully cured, fall to the ground. 

Mr. Holmes cites a variety of products 
made from the carob bean. The whole pod 
is ground up for meal from which bread, 
24 well as con- 
fections and breakfast food. Carob fruit is 
used as a basis for many health foods, he 
states, and a confection of carob 


the Arlington district. No refined sugar is 
used in this product, as the carob itself has 
an extremely high sugar content. 

Mr. Holmes’s trees are not yet in bearing, 
he says, but provision ts being made to 
take care of the fruit as it becomes avail- 
able.

Many Types Studied at °° 
Citrus Test Plant 


RIVERSIDE.—A planting of some 700 dif- 
ferent types or near relatives of citrus 
fruits is found at the Citrus Er- 
periment Station of the University of Cali- 
fornia at Riverside. This orchard of twen- 
ty acres contains 2052 trees, with at least 
two each of the many varieties. 

The original planting was made under the 
direction of Dr. H. J. Webber, director of 
the experiment station in 1917. New varie- 
tles have been added from year to year 


* ‘as they have been introduced. Most of the 


types have been collected in Florida and 
California, although many have come from 
foreign countries through the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 


All of the common types of orages are 


included in the group. Washington navel, 


Valencia and St. Michael of the California 


types; Parson Brown, Homosassa, and oth- 
ers of the Florida t Most common 
among the lemons present are Lisbon, Eure- 
ka and Villafranca. Many grapefruits un- 
known to California orchards are listed, in- 
cluding Walters, Pernambuco, Duncan and 
Hall’s Silver Cluster. There are many bud 
‘sports and modifications of all of these. 
Many rare types of citrus fruits have been 
imported, and are being given a trial under 
California conditions. The citron of com- 
merce, brought in from Sicily and India, is 
under close observation. The Bergamot . 
orange is another rare variety. The oil of 
this fruit is peculiarly important in the man- 
ufacture of perfumes. 
Citrus relatives have been collected from 
many parts of the world by Dr. Walter T. 
Swingle of the United States Department 
of Agriculture. These relatives are of 


value in breeding strains resistant to alka- . 


li, drought, frost and diseases. 

Great variations in the size of fruit and 
general characteristics of the trees are no- 
ticeable. The shaddock or pomelo, about 
the size of a man’s head, leads iu size. This 
fruit looks like a small pumpkin, has a very 


thick skin and is of uo commercial impoert-— 
The smallest fruit is the kumauat, 


t the size of a small walnut. 


Although the trees have had uniform 


treatment throughout the planting, there is 


no uniformity in size. Certain dwarf forms 
of the sour orange are probably the small 


est of the lot, about three feet in height, 


while the Sampson tangelo and Valencia of | 


the same age tower to fifteen feet or more. 


The tangelo, a striking feature of the 
planting, is a hybrid of grapefruit ond tan- 
gerine. In the second generation the seed 
of this plant will come true to type, just as 
if budded to some standard variety. Indi- 
cations point that this may turn out to be 
a good root stock, according to Dr. Webber. 
It is uniformly large and vigorous, and is re- 
sistant to gummosis and root rot. 

Most of the varieties in the planting have 
been tested for susceptibility to diseases, 
and a chart has been made of their cumpar- 
ative relationships. In carrying out this 
work, Dr. Howard 8. Fawcett, professor of 
plant pathology at the Riverside tation, in- 
noculated the trees, produced the disease 
artificially in many of them, and as soon as 
the degree of susceptibility was demon- 
strated treated the diseased trees and cured 
them so that there was no-permanent dam- 
age done. 

“By. having so many varieties in our plant- 
ing, we can carry on many experiments 
with them, says Dr. Webber. “We get an 
idea of the comparative value of varieties 
a good supply of bud wood and selections 
for root stock experiments, and can study 
the diseases and immunities of the different 
strains. 

“From data acquired since the orchard 
was first started, some varieties give indi- 
cation of promise. Our object, however, 
is not to quit work when we have a good 
variety, but to keep on working till we get 
something better.”

success in alfalfa farming. The application 
of five acre feet of water annually has been 
found sufficient, and amounts in excess are 
not only wisteful but likely to reduce yields. 
Perhaps the most important factor of all in 
this respect is the initial preparation of the 
land. If it is hurried and slipshod, it is cer- 
tain to lead to grief and waste, which can 
only be remedied by plowing up and re- 
preparing the field. The best alfalfa opera- 
tors have found that it pays well to exercise 
the utmost care in preparing the land to a 
uniform grade. Only in this way is it pos- 
sible to secure an even and economical dis- 
tribution of water. But when this is ac- 
complished, the grower is more than com- 
pensated for the extra expense by the 
larger yields of hay which he will secure 
and by relatively lower irrigation costa.
